GALWAY, July 11. 

Galway City Mas been isolated from the 
ouiside world for some days. Bread supplies 
have only been kept up result 
of the hqguid yeast made 
ay the University College, 
assisted by Dr. Dillou, who is acting as food 
controller. By their efforis, and as a result 
of orders issued by Commandant Austin Bren- 
nau, of the National’ Forces, the city has 
suffered nothing in regard to food supplies.

IRREGULAKS SURROUNDED AND: 
CAPTURED. 


National troops early yesterday morning 
executed a clever surprise movement on a strong 
force of Irrerulars, who had seized the Pigott 
mansion at Cappard, about nine miles north of 
Maryborough, Queen's County. Shortly after 
their arrival at Cappard they surprised and 
captured an Irregular varty, and began opera- 
tions in the demesne. Ther attacked the house, 
and for over two hours there was a sharp 
exchange of fire, in which at least three Irre- 
gulars were killed. Their other casualties are 
not known. 

Coloné]-Commandant Muleahy, of the 
National iroops, was shot in the hip. The dum- 
dum bullet passed through the flesh and 
wounded Sergeant Houlihan in the foot. 

The troops returned to their quarters with 
prisoners and captured arms, ammunition, and 
bicycles.

GERMANY FACED WITH 
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RUIN.

As had Béen generally anticipated, Germany 
has made a formal application to the Repara- 
tions Committee for a moratorium. 

The Note says that the German Government, 
in spite of grave scruples of an economic char: 
acter, has carried out up to the present time 
the payments fixed by the Reparations Com- 
mission on January 13 and March “21 last. 
Meanwhile, the rate of exchange has ' become 
more and more unfavourable to Germany. It, 
in these circumstances, the German Government 
had to continue, in order to meet the obliga- 
tions imposed upon it by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, to procure foreign currency in anything , 
like the quantity which it has had to do up 
to the present the present depreciation of the 
German paper mark would make a rapid and 
irresistible progress, and would bring about the 
overthrow of the financial, economic, and 
social life of Germany, - 

The German Government, therefore, finds 
itself unable to offer any hope in the present 
circumstances of its continuing payments in 
currency on the basis of the decision taken by. 
the Reparations Commp-ission. 

The German Government asks to be Ea

a suspension of payment of the sums to 

in currency in 

Germany should also be freed for the years 
1923 and 1924 from the "payments. in specie, , 
provided for in the schedule of payments of, 
May 5, 1921. i 

The development that has recently taken 
place in the exchange rate of the mark, and 
the beginning of which coincided with the ad- 
journment of the negotiations of the Loan Com- 
mittee, makes a provisional settlement of the 
specie payments urgent, seeing that help by a 
foreign loan has not materialised. 

The German Government, therefore, begs 
that the decision, on its application for a sus- 
pension, may be hastened as much as possible, 
and it hopes that such decision will be favour- 
oe to a resumption of the negotiations for a 
oan. 


STATEMENT IN COMMONS. 


Sir Robert Horne, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, informed  Lieutenant-Commander 
Kenworthy that he was not in a position to 
make any statement with regard to the fall in 
the value of the mark, 

Answering Colonel Wedgwood, who asked 
whether the Powers were considering the 
Roparations to be expected from Germany .and 
Hungary, in view of the fall in the mark, Sir 
Robert Horne said that these matters were re- 
ceiving the atiention of the Reparations Com- 
mittec. 

Colonel Wedgwood asked whether there was 
any truth in the statement that M. Poincaré 
was coming here. 

Sir Robert Horne said that there was no sug- 
gestion that M. Poincaré should be here in 
connection with this particular matter. On the 
other hand, he should not like to say that what 
appeared in the Press was necessazily a feeler 
on the part of the French Government.

TRAINS AND TRAMCARS, 

A visit to Kingsbridge by an Irish Times 
representative vesterday disclosed the difficulties 
under which the Great Southern and Western.

On the main line, trains have been worked 
from Cork as far as Charleville, and are now 
working to Limerick Junction.

There is a very reasonable service to and 
from Kingsbridge as sot out in our advertising 
columns. , 
_* The mein line is served as far as Ballyb y, 
as are also the branches, Sallins to T - 
Kildare io Kilkenny, and Maryboro to Mount- 
mellick and Kilkenny, as well as the branch 
lines from Ballybrophy to Birr and Nenagh. 

As regards goods train services. traffic is 
being accepted for ail lines mentioned. A 
service of trains for the conveyance of goods, 
minerals, and live stock traffic is being run as 
required. , 

The following trains were scheduled to leave 
Kingsbridge yesterday for the stations men- 
tioned :—9.30 a.m. for Thurles, Nenagh, Kil- 
kenny and Carlow; 12.30 p.m. for Kildare; 4.45 
p.m. for Kilkenny via Carlow; and 6,15 p.m. 

The incoming trains scheduled 
were :—9,6 a.m. from Tulow; 10.20 a.m. from 
Kilkenny via Carlow; 11.15 a.m. from Kilkenny 
via Maryborough; 3.30 p.m. from Kildare; and 
6.20 p.m. from Nenagh, Thurles, Kilkenny, and 
Tullow.

| SHOOTING IN A CHURCH.

REMARKABLE. OUTRAGE. 


About midnight on Tuesday St. Kevin's 
Church, Bloomfield avenue, South Circylar road, 
Dublin, was the scene of a sacrilegious outrage. 
lt: appears that a number of armed men ob- 
tained entrance to the building, and caused con. 
siderable damage. Yesterday morning it was 
found that portion of the woodwork of the 
church door was smashed, and that collection 
hoxes had been broken open. A many 
shots appear to have been fired inside the build- 
ing. A number of cartridge case th . rifle 
-and revolver—were found on the floor, 

It seemed as if the electric bulbs were shot 
at,.many of these being smashed. The Com- 
munion table was damaged by bullets; and 
plaster work was injured. The organ did not 
escape in the orgy of shooting. The glass door 
which protects the keyboard has five or six 
bullet holes, and the keyboard is irreparably 
damaged by bullets. In every case the evidence 
is that the shots were fired in the interior of 
the Church. 

There was some shooting in the neighbour-, 
hood of the Church during the night, but the 
sound of firing inside the Church was. clearly 
heard by people living close by.

‘The President of The Hague Conference 
of Experts announced yesteiday that it 
was useless to continue the negotiations 
owing to the attitude of the Russians. 

Russia had been asked to present a list 
of privately-owned properties for the con- 
fiscation of which the Soviet admitted 
liability. 

Sir Philip Lloyd-Graeme said that the 
list’ handed in by MM. Litvinoff and 
Krassin showed only a small percentage 
of the properties belonging to nationals 


or foreigners. 

lt was a useless list: which could not 
possibly satisfy the claims of foreign 
countries. The Russian attitude showed 
that the Soviet did not intend to take in 
hand a broad scheme of reconstruction.

“ WHOLLY UNACCEPT-

BRITISH DELEGATE ON RUSSIA’S 


OFFER. 


' THE HAGUE, Wednesday. 

The meeting of the Sub-Commission on Pri- 
vate Property began by a long speech by Sir 
Philip Lloyd-Graeme, in which he declared on 
behalf of the whole non-Ryssian Sub-Commission 
that the list of properties, if final, as presented 
by the Russians, was wholly: inaceeptable. Ii 
contained only a small percentage of the foreign 
properties of any country. 

Sir Philip continued—The list is not easy to 
follow, but’ I follow it far enough to see that 
the proportion.of properties is almost negligible. 
Whole branches of industry are entirely omitted, 
and if this is the last word of the Russians, 1 
can only say that any arrangement on such 
a basis is quite useless for two reasons—one, 
it could not possibly satisfy the reasonable claims 
of foreign countries; and, two, it would show 
that Russia did not really: mean ta take any 
hand in reconstruction on a broad scale. 

Sir. Philip Lioyd-Graeme precoated to consider 
ihe general conditions essential before the owners 
of property could return to Russia. We want 
to aa he said, the length of the term on 
which the properties would be held, and whether 
the properties are freehold or leasehold ; whether 
the financial or other obligations of the con- 
cessionaire will correspond to those to which he 
was subject under the origina) title; whether the 
concessionaire is free to ais of his. new pro- 
perty; whether he is free in the control! and 
management oí his property, and what rights 
and facilities” the concessionaire will enjoy in 
regard to those which he previously enjoyed. 


FREEDOM OF ACTION, 


“We must have special information on the 
adjustments which will be necessary to bring 
the undertaking into line with the present con- 
ditions. We must also know if the personne! 
employed by the undertaking will be free 
from arbitrary interference and adverse dis- 
crimination, and how far the concessionaire is 
free to import the necessary personnel, raw 
materials, and goods required for his business. 

“Is he free to export what he produces and 
+ other things he acquires. in the course of busi- 
ness? It is also essential to know the export 
end: import duties,, and how far the conces- 
sionaire is free io dispose of his products in 
Russia itself. 

“Then comes the question of what facilities 
he. would be able to obtain regarding the pro- 
vision of food, fuel, raw materials, housihg ac- 
commodation, and facilities for transport and 
communication. It would be unreasonable that 
epecial facilities should be given to Soviet enter- 
prises and not to others, Is the concessionaire 
to enjoy the credit facilities necessary for his 
business” 

“ Next comes the question of non-discrimina- 
tion in taxation, and the question of compensa- 
tion for loss or damage. Is the proprietor 
going to be immune from confiscation? What 
is the position of a trade union regarding com- 
pulsory membership and non-interference with 
management? 

** On these points we must have absolute cer- 
tainty before anyone will risk his capital. More- 
over, we must know precisely what profit is 
being handed back; what profits are to re- 
tained, and why retention is proposed; and 
what’ compensation is to be offered to those 
whose property is not restored. 

“These questions irrevocably link up, end 
we must be clearly informed, and as rapidly as 
possible, for their consideration is absolutely’ 
vital, iand in.common fairness we all must know 
where we are." 


RUSSIA'S CASE. 


On. the conclusion of Sir Philip  Llovd 
Greame’s speech, M. Litvinoff said that some 
of the questions could be answered immediately. 
but others must be held over, as the stage had 
not yet been reached which would justify a 
reply. 

He was surprised that Sir Philip Lloyd 
Greame had said that the list that the Russians 
had presented was .uneceeptable, and he 
wondered, indeed, if anv information could be 
acceptable. 

Sir Philip interposed—‘‘ Let us be quite clear. 
T said that if the list was the final word of the 
Russians, it was wholly unacceptable, and. no 
arrangement was possible.” — 7 

Continuing, M. Litvinoff said that the rest of 
the properties was a list of those that the 
Government was prepared to grant irrespective 
of detail. or whether the property belonged to 
foreigners or Russians. In fact, they were in- 
dustrial undertakings which Russia intended to 
give for concession, whether she came to an 
wnderstanding with the other States at The 
Hague or not. i 

He added that there might be adúitions to the 
list, but not very important ones, 

The question of compensation had not yet 
arisen. and he was prepared to. discuss the 
question. but he understood that what was 
proposed was taatamount to the Russian Go- 
vernment undertaking new obligations, The 
question of its ability to do this could not be 
answered until it was known how speedily. and 
to what extent foreign countries would help in 
bringing about the recovery of Russia, It was, 
in fact, useless fo deal with the question until 
the credits question had heen further advanced. 


NO PRINCIPLES ACCEPTED. 


M. Cattier, Belgium, reviewed tho situaiion 
with great clearness. He laid emphasis on the 
fact that Russia must restore the properties 
or give compensation. Ruseia evidently did not 
admit the principle of compensation, or that of 
restitution. He asked, if there was to be com- 
pensation, how the Russians intended to give it 
to those whose property they did not return. 

M. Litvinoff rejoined, “ We cannot enter into 
a discussion on a hypothetical question. We 
must firet.know what we are to expect from the 
other Governments.”’ : 

Sir Philip Lloyd Greame pointed out that the 
Russians aceepted no obligations, and had no 
titention of making any sation until 
they got credits. To which M, Litvineff re- 
plied. “ Until Ar & done the Em Govern- 
ment ia not obli Lo pensate foreigners.’ 

Sir Philip omp ined the fact that phere were 
no assurances or guarantees regarding property 
—in fact, he said, the former owners were in 
exactly the same position as they were before 
the Genoa Conference or the Hague Conference, 
and there was no guarantee of anyone. getting 
back his rty, execpt on itions nego- 
tiated wit Russian Government.

In the absence of further telegraphic reports 
from General Bruce, evidently due to some later 
mishap to a post-runner, the ;Committee is able 
to supplement the last-despatelg dated June 2, 
from letters sent down by the’ same mai) and 
delivered in London yesterday. . 

Writing on June 1, General Bruce said that 
they were then sending off the party for the 
third attempt—Messrs. Mallory, Finch, and 
Somervell as climbers, with Dr, Wakefield and 
Mr. Crawford in support. There’ was just 
enough oxygen left for this ‘climb. 

Dr. Longetaff was leaving in charge of Majo 
Morshead, whose frostbites were giving anxiety 
and required proper hospital treatment, and 
Colonel Strutt was going home with them. He 
had spent much time at Camp 3 (over 21,000 
feet), and was feeling more and more the effects 
of the high altitude and severe cold, 

Captain Geoffrey Bruce was suffering from 
frostbitten feet as the result of the second 
attempt, but was expected ‘to be ‘well again in 
a few weeks. Major Norton (whose ear was” 
frostbitten on the first climb) had not recovered 
sufficiently to take part in the third attempt, 
and was going down at once with Captain Bruce 
to the Kharta Valley collecting flowers. 

This account 4 only one material fact to 
the story of the projected third attempt. Mr. 
Finch was to be of the party, but apparently 
four days afterwards started home with Colonel 
Strutt and Dr. Longstaff. This lends certaip 
weight to the opinion that the breaking of the 
monson on June 3 did really put a stop to the 
third attempt at the time planned, but it is 
not conclusively againat the possibility that the 
others of the party waited on in the hope that 
the breaking monsoon might prove to be only 
the forerunner—the chota bersat—and that 
there might be again some week or ten days of 
fine weather before the early climbing season 
was definitely over. 

It seems clear, however, that General Bruce 
considers the party too much exhausted by the 
extreme hardships of the early season to make 
another attempt ‘in September.

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LORDS AND THE EMBARGO,

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IRISH STANDPOINT, 


In the House of Lords yesterday, Viscount 
Chaplin called attention to the agitation now 
being promoted by Lord Beaverbrook in the 
Daily Express, by The Times and other news- 
papers, in support of the reintroduction of 
foreign cattle through and from Canada, with- 
out the safeguard of slaughter at the port, 
which has now given cattle in the, United 
Kingdom absolute immunity from  pleuro- 
pneumonia for upwards of thirty years, 

He moved a resolution declining to remove 
what was wrongly described as “‘ the.embargo 
on cattle coming to our shores from Canada or 
from other countries. He declared that the re- 
moval of the embargo would be a great danger 
and a fatal blow to the prosperity of English 
agriculture. 

The Marquis of Lincolnshire moved as an 
amendment :—‘' That it is imoumbent on His 
Majesty's Government to carry out their pledge 
made at the Imperial Conference in 1917, to re- 
move the embargo on Canadian cattle.” He 
recalled the unanimous recommendation of the 
Royal Commission of 1921 in favour of the 
removal of the embargo, and said that he con- 
sidered that that settled the matter, because 
the Commissioners thrashed out the matter 


thoroughly. 
.“ SERIOUS GRAVITY.” 


Lord Ernle, a former President of the Board 
of Agriculture, agreed that the question had 
become one of serious gravity and. Imperial im. 
portance. There was, undoubtedly, a pledge 

iven to Canada at the Imperial Conference in 

917, but it did not bear the interpretation put 
upon it by the Marquis of Lincolnshire. 

He was of opinion that Canadian cattle 
could be admitted into this country with rea, 
sonable safety, and he regretted. that nothing 
had been done beyond verbal expressions, since 
1917 in order to remove the slur. For five years 
we had allowed a resolutiob passed at the 
Colonial Conference to stand on récord and 
had taken no further action in the matter. 

The Lord Chancellor said that the Govern 
meént had decided to leave this question to the 
free and unfettered decision of both Houses of 
Parliament. 

Viscount Long, who presided over the Im- 
perial Conference of 1917, maintained that an 
absolute pledge was given that the embargo 
on Canadian cattle would be removed, and 
it was so understood by the Canadian represen- 
tatives. He was aware that the promise of a 
Minister had to be confirmed by the Cabinet 
and by Parliament, but if the Cabinet or Par- 
liament had reversed the action of himself and 
Lord Ernie he would have resigned his office. 
He would admit cattle from parts of the 
Empire on conditions, but” he maintain 
the Act of 1896 aris foreign countries. 

Lord Mayo said that it was perfectly true 
that -the whole of Ireland was against the 
removal of the embargo. What they were 
frightened of iu Ireland was that disease would 
be brought into the country. They were quite 
determined to keep diseasé out of their country. 
They had succeeded so far in doing ao. The 
total head of cattle in Ireland had: been, in- 
‘creased in twenty years by over half a million 
head, and the annual supply to Great Britain 
had been increased by 125,000 head.

REDUCED RATES.

‘ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS;— 


Nothing could be more welcome than the 
announcement made by the English and’ Welsh 
railway companies of a general reduttion in| 
their rates embracing all classes of ‘traffic, which 
will come into foree-on August }. Signs are not 
wanting of a slight improvement in trade. - In- 
quiries are more numerous and ordera are 
being booked with greater confidence. Cheaper 
money is bound to have a beneficial effect, bui 
business men have insisted. that the cost of 
transport, while it remained so high, con- 
stituted a grave obstacle to trade-revival. Yet 
it is only fair to remember that the high rates 
imposed by the railway companies “have been 
foreed upon them by the greatly increased cost 
of conducting their business during and since. 
the war. 

Railways, like other private enterprises, must 
show a fair return on capital if they are to 
obtain from the public further funds for future 
expansion, nor can it be charged against. the 
railway companies that they have paid ex- 
cessive dividends. Against this, however, there 
is the almost universal experience that-a_ re- 
duction in charges Jeads to an increase in busi- 
ness, and it was for the railway companies to 
decide how far that factor could safely be 
taken into consideration in making concessions. 
Fortunately for the trading comniunity, and for 
the nation’ at large, the railway companies have 
felt justified in taking the risk of making im- 
portant cuts in their rates. 


‘PEGGING THE MARK. 


REPARATION COMMISSION’S 
ATTITUDE. 


The Paris Correspondent of The T7'imes 
writes :—-The German demand for a moretorium, 
to which an early reply was requested, was 
laid before the Reparations Commission this 
afternoon. The.Commission immediately began 
its deliberations. While it is felt to be im- 
possible to refuse, a definitive decision wil] be 
taken only after the return from Berlin of the 
Committee of Guarantees, The present German 
crisis, especially in its relation to reparations, 
has awakened great regret that the Bankers’ 
Committee was allowed .to separate without 
fizing the conditions of- an international joan. 
The call for the early reunion of its members 
grows more insistent. - 

I am in a ition to ‘state what is the 
attitude of the Reparations Commission towards 
thie proposal. In the first place, it. is neces- 
sary to “ peg ” the mark. Immediate measures 
to prevent a turther slump must be taken. 
Assuming that the report of the Committee of 
Guarantees is fairly favourable—as 1 believe it 
will be—and euch. Allied control of revenue and 
expenditure ‘and over the issue of paper money 
as is possible is accepted’ by the German 
Government, then there is every disposition to 
meet the demands of the Germans. Nowhere 
are there signs of real resistance. It is felt 
that one must bow to the facts of the situation. 
This should steady the mark, and, therefore, 
one exceedingly valuable result would be 
achieved. 


THE STOCK EXCHANGE, 


CHEERFUL MARKETS, 


Stock Markets presented a quite cheerful ap- 
pearance vesterday, as the result of the further 
recovery in the. leading foreign exchanges, but 
im most instances the rise in prices was out 
of proportion to the actual amonnt of business 
done, says The Times. Hopes of an early re- 
duction in the Bank rate stimulated the de- 
mard for investment securities, the Conversion 
and Funding Loans both rising |. and a further 
almost general advance todk place in Home 
Railway Stocks. 

The recovery in the Oil Market made further 
progress, and South African Shares again met 
with a little support.

“For a street of ample width and fine pro- 
portions I am in hope that architects will 
favour either of three types—Grecian, Classic 
with modern feeling, French Renaissance or 
the.

“By the time the’ preliminaries are com- 
pleted and municipal powefs are obtained, to- 
gether with the completion of the building con- 
tracts, | should say a period of from three to 
four years will elapse. This does not, of course, 
apply to the rebuilding of the Four Courts, 
which would occupy at least five years in con- 
struction alone. There will probably be a 
couple of years’ delay before plans are per- 
fected for rebuilding’ on the latter site, and 
a new building in entirety is inevitable. The 
rebuilding of the 1916 destroyed building has, 
of course, been delayed by the European war 
and the difficulty of obtaining materials at any 
price. 

“There is no doubt that building materiale 
have fallen in price considerably during the 
ast year, and there is a hope that labour will 
in the near future be somewhat cheaper. The 
best avenue of economy would appear to be 
modernised construction.

DUBLIN. 
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BUILDING TRADES’ 
EMPLOYERS. 


One of the unfortunate results of the events 
of last week was the postponement of the 
meeting in Dublin for the second time in the 
existence of the organisation, and after a 
lapse of 16 years, of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers of Great Britain 
and Ireland. The occasion was the 89th half- 
yearly meeting; and the proceedings—business 
and eocinl--srare arranged to extend over three 
daye—from Tuesday morning, 4th, till Thursday 
evening, 6th, and under the chairmanship of Mr. 
John Good, J.P., D.L., Dublin, who was 
elected to the presidency at the beginning of 
this year, and is the first Irishman to hold that 
office 

For the entertainment of the visitors the 
Dublin Building Trades Employers’ Associa- 
tion appointed a special committee, con- 
sisting of the President, Sir Henry McLaugh- 
lin, K.B.E. ; Vice-Presidents, Mr. H. M. Dock- 
rell and Mr. A. G. Bruty, M.1.E.E.; Treasurer, 
Mr. T. J. Hamilton; Committee. Mr. R. Denne 
Bolton, J.P.; Mr. W..M. Thompson, and Mr, C. 
McGlougblin. Mr. J. F. T. Herrick is the 
Secretary. 

A most interesting programme was arranged. 
including the reception of the visitors at National 
Museum, and of the delegates at the Mansion 
House by the Lord Mayor; a garden party m the 
Zoological Gardens; dinner in the Mansion 
House, and excursion to Glendalough. 

It is hoped to hold these meetings in Dublin 
at a later date. A suggestion was made that 
the Horse Show week would be a 6uitable 
occasion for the adjourned proceedings, but 
the problem of hotel accommodation for 
visitors is now more acute than ever, and the 
influx of 200 visitors for the Building Congress 
would add to the diffieulties.
